nel through the Hinkan mountains in 
Manchuria, which is now under con­ 
struction.

matter over for a time the deal was 
made and the ware ordered shipped 
immediately. A check for the amount 
was written at once and the 
buyer 
left the office. 
In walking

station to board a train for the city 
the 
New 
Yorker 
saw 
three cars 
standing near the station, 
one 
of 
them a furniture car. and empty. This 
was ordered sent to the pottery and 
soon the packers were 
working on 
the ear. Finally, 
seeing 
that 
more 
ware was being loaded into the car 
than was expected, the 
man 
who 
made the sale commenced counting 
up the cost of a carload of ware, and 
the production. 
He 
expressed 
his 
surprise when it was discovered that 
it cost the company just 
$2,500 
to 
produce the amount that was sold 
for $850. 


Business is said to be so good with 
the New Castle Pottery company that 
work will be commenced at once erect 
ing two additional 
kilns. 
The 
con­ 
tract for their erection has been let 
to Gamble & Stirles. of this city, and 
the work is to be completed not later 
that July I. 
This company is said to 
he also considering the plan of build­ 
ing another plant of seven kilns for 
the making of thin china exclusively. 
The company has been experimenting

D.P.DELEGATESHEARD 


Re 8aid Filipinos Would Like to Have 
Their 
Political 
Status 
Declared. 
Washington, June 2.—Felipe Buen* 
camino, former secretary of state in 
the cabinet of Aguinaldo, was heard 
Saturday, for the first time siuee his 
arrival, by the house committee on 
Insular affairs. 
His testimony was In 
part: 
Under the Taft system, he said, tho 
Filipinos have greater liberty than 
they would have enjoyed under the 
Aguinaldo government had It been es­ 
tablished. 
Governor Taft was now 
tho Ideal of tho people, 
He said tho 
people of the Philippines would like 
to have their political status flx»<l, 
whether they are Americans or Fili­ 
pinos. 
Ho preferred that they should 
be Americans. 
The happiness of the 
people depended upon American sov­ 
ereignty. 
He spoke of the many schools and 
tho improved 
educational 
methods, 
the Filipino families no longer find­ 
ing It necessary to send their children 
to Manila, as the local schools were 
ample. 
Instead of 1,200 
American 
teachers, he said, there 
should be 
6,000, and the salaries 
should 
be 
doubled in ordor to secure the best 
nmterial. 
Large Percentage of Illiteracy. 
Among the facts he stated were the 
following: 
Eighty-five per cent of 
the people are Illiterate and cannot 
read or write. 
There are many dia­ 
lects. which may be reduced to eight 
main dialects. 
If education 
means 
protection to life, property and rights, 
then tho Filipinos are as well educat­ 
ed as any other people; lf It means 
culture, then they are uncultured. 
"Are the people capable at this time 
of independent self-government?” he 
was asked. 
"It 
would not. be advisable.” he 
said. turning to the map of the archi­ 
pelago, 
Russia was near at hand, at 
Port Arthur; Japan also wtis near; 
Australia end other 
British posses­ 
sions wore nearby. 
Beside, he said, 
Great Britain and Germany had 
on 
file at tho American state department 
largo 
rial mu for damages, growing 
out of tho bombardment 
of 
Hollo, 
etc. 
"Suppose 
the 
United 
States 
abandons us," he said, "then till those 
claims will be presented against the 
Philippines, backed 
tip 
by 
squad­ 
rons.” 
“Would the Filipinos take independ­ 
ence after eight years of tutelage by 
tho United States?” asked Mr. Patter­ 
son. referring to the plan of the mi­ 
nority. 
Other Nations Might Seize Islands. 
"If tho congress 
so 
determined, 
that result, would be accepted." an­ 
swered Senor Bueneamtno, “but con­ 
gree* would become responsible if the 
Philippines were devoured by other 
nations, and the Filipinos would bo 
left to damn the congress for bring­ 
ing about such a result." 
He contended that annexation was 
the solution satisfactory to the peo- 
pie. 
The witness said the Morns would 
fight to the death to retain 
their 
slaves.

Their 
Political 
Status 


Declared. 


Washington. June 2. 
Felipe flucn- 
camino, former secretary of state in 
the cabinet of Aguinaldo, was heard 
Saturday, for the first tim e since his 
arrival, by the house committee on 
Insular affairs. 
His testim ony was In 
part: 
Under the Taft system, he said. tho 
Filipinos have greater liberty than 
they would have enjoyed under the 
Aguinaldo governm* nt had It been es­ 
tablished. 
Governor Taft 
was now 
tho Ideal of tho people. 
He said tho 
people of the Philippines would like 
to have their political status fixed, 
w hether they are Americans or Fili­ 
pinos. 
Ile preferred that they should 
be Americans. 
The happiness of the 
people detrended upon American sov­ 
ereignty. 
Ile spoke of the many schools and 
the Improved 
educational 
methods, 
the Filipino families no longer find­ 
ing It necessary to send their children 
to Manila, as the local schools were 
ample. 
Instead of 1,200 
Amorlean 
teachers, he said, there 
should be 
6,000, and the salaries 
should 
be 
doubled in order to secure the best 
material. 
Large Percentage of Illiteracy. 
Among the facts he stated were the 
following: 
Eighty-five per cent of 
tho people are illiterate and cannot 
read or write. 
There are many dia­ 
lects, which may be reduced to eight 
main dialects. 
If education 
means 
protection to life, property and rights, 
then tho Filipinos are as well educat­ 
ed as any other people; if It menus 
culture, then they are uncultured. 
"Are the people capable at this time 
of Independent selfgovernm ent?" he 
was asked. 
"It 
would nut. bo advisable." he 
said, turning to the map of the archi­ 
pelago.

British posses­ 
sions worn nearby. 
Beside, he said, 
Great Britain and Germany had

"Suppose

States 
abandons us," lie said, "then all those 
claims will be presented against tho 
Philippines, backed 
up 
by 
squad­ 
rons.” 
"Would tho Filipinos take independ­ 
ence after eight years of tutelage by 
th** United States?" asked Mr. Patter­ 
son. referring to the plan of the mi­ 
nority. 
Other Nation* M ight Seize Island*. 
"If the congress 
so 
determined, 
that result would ho accepted." an­ 
swered Senor Bueneamlno, "but con­ 
gress would become responsible if the 
Philippines were devoured by other 
nations, and the Filipinos would ho 
left to damn tho congress for bring­ 
ing about such a result." 
Ho contended that annexation was 
tho solution satisfactory to the peo­ 
ple.

slack. 
In 
some 
of the 
East Liverpool 
pot­ 
teries nothing but Jiggers 
are 
at 
work. 
These Arms have completed 
making a large 
amount of hollow­ 
ware, and as the sales 
so far 
this 
year a rt not up to what they were 
last season, the wareroom^ are List 
becoming filled, and as high as the 
roof. 
Of course there is generally a good 
trade In flat ware, but for this time 
of the 
year considerable 
of 
this 
class of ware Is being made. 
One of 
the lower potteries, a plant that has 
been operated to Its capacity 
for 
months, is now running very 
slow 
ly. 
No hollow ware is being made 
there and the kilnmon are 
making 
two less kilns a pay than ever 
be 
fore. 
When asked why such cond! 
lions prevailed a representative 
of 
this company said that it was almost 
Impossible to tell the primary cause. 
Not only was his 
plant 
suffering 
from dullness in trade, but others as 
well. 
Some of the warehouses 
are 
Ailed with dinner ami toilet sets, and 
a flat stock Is being rapidly accurate 
lated, 
lf these conditions prevail for 
any length 
of time. there is 
every 
reason to believe that business with 
som** plants during the summer will 
l»e unusually slow. 
Under such con­ 
ditions in East Liverpool is it 
any 
wonder pressers, jiggermen and oth­ 
er employee of a clay shop seek po 
Mittens elsewhere? Generally a new 
shop is picked out, ami one workman 
makes a trip there, 
lf 
conditione 
look favorable, it is not long after 
his return that others are writing to 
the firm for a position, ami generally 
with some success. 
Just at this lMiint the question nat­ 
urally arises, lf the East Liverpool 
potteries are not running full, how is 
it to be expected that a new shop in 
an outside territory is to he opera­ 
ted to its full capacity? 
While the 
owners of these shops 
may 
claim 
they have a large number of orders 
to work upon, it is not reasonable to 
believe that the older 
firms 
will 
staud idly by and allow their trade 
th be taken away from them. 
That 
Is not customary with the local man­ 
ufacturers. 
It Is well also to remem­ 
ber that when a new shop Is erected 
in the west, a certain 
amount 
of 
trade Is taken from East Liverpool, 
ani right here comes 
the thought: 
What 
Will 
the 
manufacturers 
do 
should some individual come 
along 
and succeed in forming a 
combina­ 
tion 
among 
the 
manufacturers? 
Would they he given easy positions 
with the new company, 
or 
would 
they dispose of their Interests for a 
cash basis and again enter the pot­ 
tery business on their own account ? 
That, no doubt, would be one trouble 
with a combination which would per 
nth the present owners of potteries 
to enter the field again, as the 
rule 


generally do a good business. 


A good story is going the ‘rounds 
about a pottery firm whose plant is 
located not a thousand miles from 
this city , and one which has not been 
in business for more than two years. 
Recently a pottery buyer from 
New 
York entered th<* office of this firm 
and told of his wants. 
Knowing the 
man to be a shrewd buyer, the office 
man, who was one of 
the 
largest 
stockholders 
in 
the 
concern, said: 
“Vee, we will sell you all the 
ware 
you want for $1,250, even lf It’s a car­ 
load," designating the ware by 
the 
gesture of the hand. 
"W ont 
give 
you more than $850,” said Hie buyer, 
"and that is all." 
After talking 
the 
matter over for a time the deal was 
made and the ware ordered shipped 
Immediately. 
A check for the amount 
was written at once and the 
buyer 
left the office. 
In walking 
to 
the 
station to board a train for the city 
the 
New 
Yorker 
saw 
three cars 
standing near the station, 
one 
of 
them a furniture car, and empty. This 
was ordered s**nt to the pottery and 
soon the packers were 
working on 
the car. Finally,

than was expected, the

made the sale commenced counting 
up the cost of a carload of ware, and 
the* production.

surprise when it was discovered that 
it cost the company Just 
$2,500 
to 
produce the amount that was sold 
for $850.
